Capt. Pequegnat Says Experience 
Makes Them Much Finer Men 


Because he was with the 1st Field 

Ambulance at the time the first Can- 

adian expeditionary force was, mak- 

ing ‘history at Langemarck, many in 

a large audience at the Central Y. 

M-C.A., Toronto, expected that Capt. 

Albert J. Pequegnat, who has been 

invalided. home as: a result. of gas 

smothering, would have given graphic 

details of that terrible battle. But. 

the captain left the telling of the aw- 

7 fuiness of that grim struggle “to the 
. heroes whom God would spare to re- 

‘ turn.” Capt. Pequegnat had come to 
speak of the war, but his story dealt 
mainly with the work of the Y.M.C.A. 
representatives among the Canadian 
troops from the time they entered Val- 


cartier until a few weeks ago. Brief- | ment. 


ly put, and there was no suggestion 
of egotism, it was a story of. self-den- 
ial and heroism of a sort which many 
months back made the Y.M.C.A. of- 
ficers indispensible to the Canadian 
“Tommy.” The morale of the men had 
improved as a result of their work, 
and to be a Christian in warfare, said 
the captain, is a man’s job, and sold- 
iers knelt at their bedsides in pray- 
er morning and night. When the 


war was over.many would return 
better men than when they left. It 
was a comparatively easy matter 
now to get soldiers. to think of 
spiritual things. Gathered together, 
they would sing such old songs as 
the “Qld Folks at Home” until tears 
would’ come into* their eyes with 
thoughts of loved ones. Then the 
boys were in a mood for a good 
‘ gtraight talk. To the 12th Rangers, 
Captain Pequegnat paid a high tribute 
when he said no one could find a bet- 
ter bunch of fellows. Canada had the 


extreme honor to be the first Y.M.C.A. 
to be recognized by the British war of- 
fice and now over 200 military Y.M.C. 
A. oificers were .With Kitchener's 
army. ; 

Capt. Pequegnat, in describing the 
trenches at the front, could not very 
well escape touching on what he call- 
ed “the other. side.’ He | pictured 
himself, his heart quaking as bullets 
kicked up dust here and there around 
him ‘as he walked, proceeding one 
night to a double row of trenches 
from which the Germans had that 
morning been driven. Even the solace 
of his guide that it would only be a 
chance shot which might get him, 
wag of little comfort. In the second 
German trench were bodies of Ger- 
mans and many British, and it was 
here the captain relieved a dead Gert- 
man officer of his helmet, which he 
kept as a souvenir. Sixty yards ia 
front was the first line of the advanc- 
ing British trenches and twenty-five 
further on the German trenches. The 
Huns were then striving to drive 
back the Britishers, and between the 
two trenches were bodies of dead of 
both sides. When night came’ Brit- 
ish soldiers crawled on hands and 
knees and with hooks on poles risked 
their lives in dragging in their deai 
and wounded comrades. That the

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Vast. Sum Spent by Russians 


Rapid Growth of the Red Cross Since 
War Began ‘ 

It is’ not too much to say that the 
official recognition of the. Red Cross 
as an international association was 
due prineipally to the active sup- 
port of the Russian government. The 
idea of universal’ charity and the 
brotherhood of man in the presence 
of suffering is an idea peculiarly at- 
the Russian tempera- 
Russian literature, “as is well 
known, is essentialy a literature o: 
humanitarianism and sympathy. Ali 
the great Russian writers, such as 
Tolstoi, Dostoieffsky, and Turgeniev, 
are apostles of mercy. - 

Certain phases of Russian. official 
history have shown a different ten- 
dendy, but beginning with the. en- 
lightened Alexanaer I, Russian court 
circles from the commencement of 
the last century have given effective 
support to all schemes of interna- 
tional relief work. Before Florence 
Nightingale, Russian sisters of char- 
ity were at work on the battlefields 
ot the Crimea. Russia assisted the 
Swiss Dunant to found the Interna- 
tional Red Cross, and there has 
been no war since then to which the 
Russian Red Cross has -not sent its 
doctors and its’ white-robed sisters. 
Serbia, Bulgaria, Montenegro, 
Greece, Abyssinia, the Transvaal, 
China,’ all can bear witness to Rus: 
sian humanitarianism. 

At the beginning of the war the 
Russian Red Cross’ established 48 
base hospitals, 37 stationary hospi- 


itals, and 33 field.ambulances with a 


capacity of 13,000 Leds. . Two’ months 
later the number. of beds had increas- 
ed to 35,000 divided amongst 177 hos- 
pitals. To this were added 6 motor 
ambulance detachments, 6 X-ray es- 
tablishments, 2 hospital trains, and 65 
field dressing stations. The personnel 
now comprises 766 doctors and sur- 
geons, 483 medica: students, 2,635 
nurses and 10,000 litter bearers. In 
addition the Russian Red Cross has 
put over 4,000 sisters at the disposal 
of the minister of war. : 

The amount of money disbursed 
amounts to nearly $25,000,000. In 
fact, éxpenses have exceeded _ re- 
ceipts, and the deficit has had to be 
covered by a bank loan on Red Cross 
security. 

Other organizations 
have also contributec t- the 
of relief. The municipalities 
provincial Zemstvoes ‘have 
especially active in this respect. 
municipal unions, representing 385 
cities, is maintaining 53,000 bed’, 12 
hospital trains, and 120 food depots 
for 450,000 wounded. The union of 
Zemtvoes is keeping up 175,000 beds, 
has contributed 17,000,000 shirts, 
2,000,000 socks and hag expended

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Vacant Lot Gardens 


Excellent Results Secured, but Precau- | 


tions Against Weeds is Required 

Reports from various cities and 
towns in Caaad. as to the cultivation 
of vacant lots indicate that toe cam- 
paign inaugurated last spring for 
greater prouucticn end more extensive 
use of VaCaut iand has been a success. 
several cities have handled the vacant 
.ot problem in a systematic manner, 
and huve secured lesults commensur- 
ate to the amount of-energy expended. 
some, by allowing interest to tag, 
aave been only partially successtul. 
in others, also, circumstances miilitat- 


ed against success in that anemploy* 


ed men took up the cultivation of vac- 
ant iots, and, upon securing empiey- 
ment, neglected them. On tne whole, 
however, tae movement can. be re- 
garded as a distilict success. No esti- 
maté of the value of the product, is 
available, but, judging from the en- 
thusiasm of some of the vacant lot 
gardeners, the total value is large. 
There is one danger from the vacaat 
lot garden, however, to which atten- 
tion must be drawn, namely, th: 
growth of noxious weeds in the newly 
cultivated land. ‘Too oftenyon the-re- 
moval of the crop, the ground is given 
over to the weeds. Organizations 
handling the vacant !ot work should 
give the matter-of weed destruction 
early attention; otherwise, the, lots 
will not only pr3Ve a menace to the 
land in the vicinity by the spread of 
weed seeds,” but create antagonism to 
the movement on the part of the cc- 
cupiers of the neighboring land.

French Praises Cavalry 
Of the Dominion 


in Great Battles 

“He is a grcat I‘ttle man. 
tle change in him since 
African days.” 

This is how a Canadian emigration 
officer serving in the Secagnd King 
.dward’s Horse describes Sir John 
#rench after his inspect-. of the 
Canadian cavalry. His narrative 
shows what severe experiences the 
cavalry has recently undcrgone in the 
front line a& an uniiounted force, and 
also the .arm commendation their 
bravery has received from the Com- 
manderdn-chief. The letter, dated 
August 26, already censore., says: 

“We feel that great events are close 
at hand. Kvery mat wants ‘to share 
in,tnem. We teed so well that I find 
some difficulty in making my _ tunic 
button up, which is rathe- sad, and 
certainly uncomfortable. 

“Gen. Frenenh’s’ speech, to us has 
greatly cheered everybody. Address- 
ing the Canadian Cavalry Brigade the 
general said: 

“I.am very slad of the opportunity 
to come here this morning, becafise 
I want to tell you how very highly 
I appreciate all the services you ‘have 
rendered. All the troops from Can- 
ada have shown « very magnificent 
example to the whole empire in vol- 
unteering to come here. In doing 
so. you performed perhaps the great- 
est service of all, that of rivetting to- 
gether the bonds that bind our great 
empire, bond. that can never bz 
severed. 

“Surely in this great service of the 
Overseas Dominions, at the head of 
them all comes Canada, I wish to 
express my appreciation of the splen- 
did manner in which you responded 
to the call early in the year when you 
arrived from singland, and the tre- 
mendous losses suffered by this 
Canadian cavalry brigade by giving 
up your horses and coming out here

French Chamber Passes Bill Provid- 
ing For Purchase of Wheat and 
Flour 
The French chamber of deputies has 
passed a bill carrying an appropria- 
tion of $24,000,000 to be used in the 
purchase of wheat and flour for feed- 
ing the civil population, The limit of 
such purchases is fixed at 209,000,000 

francs. ‘ 

The bill authorizes -prefects under 
the control of the minister of com- 
merce: to requisition wheat and flour 
in France, and enpowers the minister 
of commerce to make purchases in.the 
colonies or abroad and to distribute 
supplies according to the needs. The 
measure also creates an advisory com- 
mittee. 

The new under ‘secretary of war, 
Joseph Thierry, who is called minister 
of supplies,” speaking in favor of the 
bill, frankly admitted that there had 
been waste and disorganization in pur- 
chasing army supplies, but he assured 
the chamber that re-organization was

It is not surprising to iearn that the 
plucky Serbian soidiers carry on to 
the battietiela all manne> of curious 
mascots, for our smaliest Allies are a 
very superstitious race. In the Ser- 
bian .viuages toe inhabitants practice 
many curious customs by means of 
which they urmiy believe that they 
can ward. off evil and bring for them- 
selves good fortune. At certain sea- 
sons ot the year Serbian farmera 
make smail crosses with special trees 
and throw them on the vineyards and 
nelds as a protection against hail- 
stornis. This custom is generally ob- 
served on April 24, St. George’s Day, 
when Serbian ladies also evoke the 
aid of charms as a meang of improv- 
ing their looks. The girl who wish*s 
a white face places a pouquet of flow- 
ers under a white rose tree and allows 
it to remain there for a night; where- 
as those who prefer rosy cheeks place 
blooms under a red rose tree and in 
the morning the flowers thus “charm- 
ed” are thrown into their baths. 

Serbian women who wish to have re- 
vealed to them their destined hus- 
bands’ have a curious supper table 
custom. They put aside the first 
and jast crumbs of bread, Lind these 
‘together with a piece of wood, and ley 
the whole under their pillows. The 
future husband is then said to appea- 
in their midn:ght dreams, and as he 
may be across the sea the piece of. 
wood is included in tne charm to serve 
him for a boat. 

In,some Serbian districts every mas- 
ter of household drives a lamb to 
church one. day each year, A wax tap- 
er is lighted and fastened t. the head 
of the animal, and it is taken to the 
church door. The priest then recites 
a prayer ove. the lamb, in which he 
asks that the. business of the owner 
may prosper. At the conclusion of the 


| ceremony the animil is killed, its fleah 


being roasted and eaten by the. own- 
er’s family, whilst the skin is pre- 
sented to the priest. 

The Serbiars are very superstitious 
over —nimhals, and they have a practica 
of forecasting the futurl by means of 
the shoulder bone of a roasted sheep 
or pig. The flat part of the bone is 
said to predict peace or war; if clear, 
and white, peace; if rather dark, war. 
Near the upper part of the bone are 
some small holes which, according ‘> 
their size and position, are termed 
“cradles” or “coffins,” and foreshador 
jor or sorrow, 


On the eve of ct, Barbara’s Day in 


Serbia it is a custom to boil e smal 
portion of every species of grain in a 
pot over a -vood fire. In’ the morn- 


ing the surface of the graia is criti- 


cally examined, and should it be un- 
even it is thought a good omen. Theo 
grain is then thrown in cpoonfuls into 
a neighboring stream, and if threo 
wishes are asked for they are always 
said to be granted.—Tit-Bits.

In refusing :to allow Germany and 
Austria to send munitions of war 
through Roumania to Turkey the Rou- 
manian government gave strong proof 
of its friendly attitude towards Great’ 
Britain and ier allies. This has now 
been followed by similar action om tho 
part of Bulgaria, King Ferdinand hav- 
ing assented to a ministerial decree a 
few-days ago forbidding the passage 
of war supplies to ‘lurkey through his 
country. Viewed in the light of Prem- 
ier Asquith’s outspoken remarks in 
the house of commons to the effect 
Great Britain was preparing to give 
financial assistance to one: or more 
neutral. countries which were likely to 
be drawn still closer to the allies, this 
step by the two Balkan states is. high- 
ly significant. . 

Military observers agree that no 
harder blow has been struck at Tur- 
key than this cutting off of her sup- 
plies, and tho prediction is made that 
Austria will attempt to force a pass- 
age to the Turkish border. Such an 
effort would result in disaster to tke 
enemy, for the slightest offense in this 
direction would bring a declaration of 
war from both Bulgaria and Rou- 
mania, It will not be surprising if 
these nationg lose little time in enter- 
ing the coufiict anyway, for it must 
be plain to them now that their only 
hope of gain is in actively opposing 
the Teutons und their ally. There is 
every indication that the newly elect- 
ed parliament of Greecs looks at it in 
that way, so far as Greece is concern- 
ed, and its attitude undoubtedly is 
Laving a tremendous: influence with 
Roumania and Bulgaria, The latter, 
military observers believe, will throw 
'- its lot with the allies in spite of cor- 
tain railway concessions that Turkey 


is reported to have niade to the Bul- 


garian government. \ 

If Bulgaria should enter the war on 
the side of the allics it would be in a 
position to put between 300,000 and 
400,000 first class soldiers in the field. 
While the populction is only 4,409,000, 
about 2,600,00 less than that of Rou- 
mania,,- a.very lcrge proportion of the 
male population is trained to fight an 
the ‘women are ready to take the 
places - of the met in all-kinds of domes- 
tic work, ‘The Bulgarian navy, of 
course, igs of little importance, as it 
consists only of a torpedu boat or two 
and a few small steamers.

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Submarine Campaign 
-' An Admitted Failure 
Non-Success Ie Acknowledged by Ger. 


man Naval Expert 


‘In line with the British intimation 
of a growing dissatisfaction in Ger- 
Many over the diminishing results 
achieved by the Von Tirpitz submar- 
ine ' is.an article by Captain Persius, 
the naval expert of the Berliner. Tage- 
blatt, published in its issue of August 
10. The article is more notable since 
Captain Persius has in the past bee. 
one of the most ardent champions and 
Praisers of the U boat warfare. 

“It fs to be recalled,” he says, 
“that in the beginning of February 
hopes in the submarine warfare rose 
high, and it was widely believed that 
just -as the British fleet had cut off 
our imports from overseas, so our 
submarines would have little diffi- 
culty in doing the same to England. 
A part of our press, unfortunately, is 
responsible fur the axaggerated ex- 
pressions which the public frequent- 
ly hitched to the rubmarine warfare 
on merchant shipping. It was often 
emphasized here tLat with an expert 
estimate of the submarine weapon 
and particularly with consideration 


jof the quantity and so forth, of our 


submarine fighting forces, the result 
and effects of the new method of 
warfare goue. be gathered only after 
‘a considerable time. Ever and again 
we counselled patienc3. 

“How necessary this was is shown 
by the simple fact, which it is. today 
considered unwise to conceal, that 
the result of the activities of our 
submarine in warfare on commerce 
is regarded in wide circles—let us 
say—as-very modest. 

“According to an announcement 
by. competent authority there were 
sunk up to July 25 by our submarines 
229 British and 300 other. hostile 
ships, that is to say about 1.5 ships 
a day since February 18. The line 
of the, submarine warfare results ran 
in strong. curves. There have been 
weeks , in which scarcely a_ single 
enemy ‘hip was torpedoed, others in 
which one or more dozen ships wer. 
destroyed. .Thus the Reuter Burean 
reported that in the week ended Aus- 
ust. 4, six British merchant and nins 
fishing vessels were sunk by Ger- 
Man submarines. It was added that 
1,435 ships had arrived at the ports 
of the United Kingdom, and departed 
from them. One may regard this 
number as possibly too high, and 
may think that probably they wero 
in many cases the same ships. But 
it is probably not to be doubted that 
in all events, at least, one thousand 
ships trafficked .with British ports 
in a week. If we consider the e- 
sults of our submarine activities up 
to now, that is to say, of these one 
thousand ships ten were iestroyed— 
it is understandable that many a one 
will not declare himself satisfied. 

“To attack one thousand five hun- 
dred vessels which visit Engiish ports 
in a week requires not a small: num- 
ber of submarines. According to th» 
Nauticus of 1914, 
1914, 28. finished submarines. Theo 
statements of the book are also based 
upon official sources. Now it is often 


ine’ can be completed in the briefest 
time. 

It dis- 
places one thouganc tons or more, and 
ig thus considerably larger than a tor- 
pedo poat. 

“Inasmuch as it represents a col- 
lection of the most subtle miniature 
mechanisms, and’ in view of the fact 
that everything aboard’ a submarine 
must be fashioned for the smallest 
nossible space, it becomes evident 
that the period for building a U boat 
cannot be quite as short as we might 
wish. There is no more complicated 
instrument of battle than the submar- 
ine, and that means also. that its 
direction and manipulation cannot b 
quickly learned, and that before a 
commander and his crew are entrust- 
ed to their poat and before it can be 
reported ready for service, a consid- 
‘erable time must elapse. ; 

“At the beginning of the war. our 
submarines laid low a series of war- 
ships, and now we hardly hear of 
‘anything of that sort. We speak at 
times, of ‘naval heroes of the. submar- 
ine.’ There is no better schoo] than 
the war. Only, itis regrettable that it 
is not we also who learn it. To re 
proach the Englishman with ‘poor 
seaman,’ is only worthy of a child, 
They understand how to deferd 
taemselves, and now’ they have 
thought up many a measure of uc- 
fence and safety. It is made ever 
more difficult for our submarines: i> 
get into the vicinity of the enemy 
ships and to launch a torpedo. 

“A large warship outside of a safe 
harbor is nowadays a rarity. If, o1 
the other hand, it is obliged to take 
to sea, hundreds. of eyes equipped 
with glasses gaze out carefully from 
its. railings for the danger announc- 
ing periscopes, ang an escort of tor- 
pedo boats madly criss crossing 
through the water surrounding it. 
England has more than three hund- 
red torpedo boa* destroyers and ‘tor- 
pedo boats, more than 100 submarin.s, 
and hundreds of armed fishing boats 
and other escorting vessels that are 
all assigned for the insurance against 
submarine danger. 

“Thus the submarine warfare {s to- 
day verily not a. simple matter.”

Big Crop Will Swell the Earnings of 
Railways 

After a long period of decreasing 
earnings, broken only occasionaliy by 
improvements which were not main- 
tained,. the Canadian railways are 
likely to receive a long hoped for and 
well deserved increase in earnings 
as a result of the enormous grain 
crop this year. It is estimated that 
in moving the total grain crop of 
more than half a pillion bushels the 
three roads will earn between $40,- 
000,000 and $50,000,000, and the ef- 
fect of this both on the roads them- 
selves and on other branches of 
commerce will be very great. 
the wheat crop alone it is calculated 
that a sum of $24,000,000 will be 
earned. ; 

For a long time the steady drop 
in railway earings... haty—been- & 
cause of some concern. Various 
reasons have been attributed for the 
situation, among others being the 
falling off in immigration, the busi- 
ness depression and the increased 
competition of one road against an- 
other. P 

In no‘one branch of commercial 
activity, however, does the harvest 
so greatly reflect prosperity or the 
reverse ag in the Canadian railways. 
These roads, whore western — busi- 
ness, although being developed and 
increasing with the growth of the 
country is not of enormous propor- 
tions during’ the entire year, depend 
to a large extent on the harvest.

Wolves Ald Germany 

A Paris correspondent writes:— 
“Wolves as Germany’s allies is gure- 
ly the last word in. the war, but this 
has liberally happened at the Chateau 
de Monjustir, which lies midway be- 
tween Vesoul and Villersexel, about 
twenty miles from Belfort. ‘The place 
is famous for its breed of horses, and, 
in spite of government requisitions, 
there are still some left.

Liquid Air Bomks 


it Has Contributed Largely to Success 
of Recent Raids Over German 
Positions 


A well known French aviator de- 
scribes how a 60 year old professor ‘of 
science joined the air service:as sub- 
lieutenant to try ou* a new liquid pir 
bomb he had invented. A member of 
the Academy of Science and an officer 
of the Legion of Honor, the professor 
offered .his bomb free on condition 
that he be allowed to direct the first 
nilitary trial, but as the regulations 
forbid anyone, gave a member of th3 
army, taking war flights, he promptly 
volunteered and received a commis- 
sion. He took the observer's seat in a 
biplane during operations near He- 
buterne and accurately dropped a

London). This interview, purely prt 
vate, was held at a private house and 
no record was made of it. But Sir 
E. Grey is certain that he never made 
the statement quoted by the North 
German Gazette with regard to the 
decisive factor in Great Britain’s par- 
ticipation in the war, nor did he 
speak of mediation in favor of Ger- 
many.
